MAJ GEN DINH THIEN DISCUSSES WAYS TO STRENGTHEN REAR SERVICE

[Article by Maj Gen Dinh Thien: "Build a Stable and Strong Battle Position 
for the Rear Service in Consolidating National Defense and Defending the 
Fatherland") 


(Text) On ite historic path of building and maturity over the past 30 years, 
the army reax service has continuously grown up from all pointe of view 

owing to the leadership of and indcctrination by the party and President 

Ho Chi Minh, to the wholehearted assistance of the people and to the 
enthusiastic participation of the entire army. The rear service has thus 
been able to meet increasing material and technical demands and to help the 
army fulfill its construction and combat tasks and win even greater victories. 


During the anti-French resistance, the rear service began by serving our 
troops engaged in small-scale battles and attacks against the enemy in various 
localities to enable them to preserve and develop their forces and foil the

In view of this situation, our 
army and people must strenously try to meet the very great demands of the 
task of defending and building the fatherland. At the same time, we also 
have very great possibilities stemming from the fact that our entire 
country is independent and unified and is advancing to socialism. We have 
a militant alliance with the fraternal Lao and Kampuchean peoples. The 
revolutionary cause of the three Indochinese countries have won the suport 
and substantial aid of the Soviet Union and other socialist countries. 

The rear service sector is trying to develop its good nature and tradition 
and to devote all its intellect, sentiments and capabilities to promoting 
the task of building the army, consolidating national defense, defending the 
socialist fatherland and building socialism. 


A basic problem which has been raised is to thoroughly imbue all rear service 
activities with the socialist revolutionary line and all-people's national

basis, it is necessary to organize toe entire people and army to carry out 
the rear service task, to build a stable battle position for the rear service 
and to enable this sector to vigorously advance toward regularization and 
modernization according to new requirements. Firmly graeping the national 
mission and international obligations of our army and people and standing 
ready to defeat an aggressive war launched by any enemy under whatever cir- 
cumstances and by means of whatever weapon, the rear service must deploy 
activities on a large scale with increasingly strengthened material sources 
in accordance with the new strategic arrangements and positions proper to 

an all-people's national defense system and also with the party policies on 
economy and national defense; the rear service must effectively meet the 
immediate and long-term needs of the entire country and each locality and 
respond to the present vigorous development of our armed forces in matters 
of staff organization, technical equipment and the state of military art. 

To build material sources for the rear service, it is necessary to firmly 
reay on the socialist collective ownership system as well as on the 
simultaneous conduct of the three revolutions both nationwide and within the 
armed forces and the rear service sector itself, 


The rear service task must constantly and fully reflect the ;rinciples and 
concept of our party about the military science and art, promote the execution 
of a combined strategy of a war waged to defend the fatherland, and enable 
the entire country to fight the aggressors with the understanding that the 
people's armed forces act as a backbone. The rear service must thoroughly 
understand the concept of offensive strategy and effectively serve the 
various categories of troops to enable them to achieve full mastery [of the 
battlefield) ard vigorously attack according to the very creative theories 
set forth by our party and illustrated by battle arrangemeats on the defense 
lines and by the combat art of the armed forces. It must satisfactorily 
organize material supplies necessary to both the war waged by the military 
corps of the main force and the war conducted by the local people and must 
do so to enable a)l units and forces to develop their strength, to hold on 
to their positions for a long time, to move about rapidly, to carry out 
activities in various types of campaign and under versatile tactical forms 
and to defeat the enemy under whatever circumstances. While the frontline 
must be strong enough to firmly hold on to its base area and continuously 
destroy the enemy, the rear must have a durable and flexible strength to 
simultaneously send forces to the frontline and stand ready to fight the 
enemy on the spot. 


The rear service task must constantly reflect a combination of national 
defense and economy in peacetime and a coordination of combat promotion with 
construction and production in wartime, and must practice thrift in both 
construction and combat. The motto is not only “to receive from the high 
echelon and deliver to the low one" but also "to produce wealth for use.” 
The rear service sector must satisfactorily help the army effectively carry 
out economic activities, do it utmost to organize production within itself 
and also create the most favorable conditions for the entire army to fulfill 
the set production requirements and norms. Initiativ must be taken in 








looking tor material sources and rationally exploiting and utilizing them 
and attention paid to accumulating matertals and rapidly increasing their 
stock in order to be certainly able to provide supplies at all levels, It 
is necessary to emphasize the spirit of relying mainly on one's own strength 
and the respect for public property, to rationally and economically use al) 
kinds of equipment, materials and products and to obtain great effects under 
different conditions and circumstances, 


Building up and expanding the sources of material supplies so that the rear 
service may become a comprehensive, steady and planned orsgenization that 
suite all time and space circumstances will create the necessary basic 
physical conditions for establishing a solid battle position for the rear 
service. The deployment of forces of the rear service and the establishment 
of ite battle position must closely conform to the combat readiness and 
performance of the armed forces both at the frontline and in the rear and 
must ensure that each level and unit can develop its capacities in each 
region and on each battlefield in order to be able to take the initiative 

in fighting the enemy; moreover, there must be a possibility of concentrating 
on the required direction and at the necessary but favorable moment so as 

to launch medium- and large-scale counterattacks and attacks. Correctly 
determining mechods of ensuring the rear service task and positively 
strengthening the rear service management is essential to rationally and 
economically utilize all rear service potentials and to turn all sources of 
material reserve and the prepared battle position into a real strength to 
enable the rear service to carry out its mission. 


Another very important task is to build and organize a stable and strong 
rear service with a contingent of cadres, combatants and personnel who are 
sufficiently qualified and competent to shoulder their individual and col- 
lective positions and responsibilities and to fulfill the function and task 
of a rear service proper to a regular and modern revolutionary army. The 
rear service organization is also an extensive and continuously perfected 
system embracing many organs, units, enter,rcises, schools, workshops, 
stations and research installations...all of which form a strategic cear 
service, a rear service for various technical armed branches and services, 

a military campeign rear service, a tacti al rear service and a rear service 
for local military forces at the provincial, district and equivalent levels. 
While building an army rear service, it is also necessary to organize and 
build a people's rear service which will join the local military rear 
service in forming an on-the-spot rear service force at each level. 


The rear service cadres and combatants must be trained and improved according 
to the standards, qualifications and abilities proper to the cadres and 
combatants of a revolutionary army. They must always be absolutely faithful 
to the fatherland and people, display a deep hatred for and a high deter- 
mination to foil all schemes and tricks of the Chinese expansionist hege- 
monists in connivance with U.S. imperialism with the objective of weakening 
and annexing our country in order to firmly defend the Vietnamese socialist 
fatherland under all circumstances.

MILITARY REGION 4 MAINTAINS ORDER, SECURITY 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 16 Jul 80 pp l, 4 


[Text] VNA--In execution of the Parvy Central Committee Secretariat directive 
on the struggle against all negative manifestations within various organs 

and in the society, the party commitiee and military command in Military 
Region 4 have deployed military conrro. forces to act in conjunction with 

the public securtiy, militia and se.f-defense forces and local people to hunt 
down hooligans, smugglers and troublemakers, to oppose all enemy sabotage 
schemes and to maintain socio-political security. 


In Nghe Tinh, during a short period from 16 to 26 May, the military police 
of the military region and the local public security force, acting on the 
people's discovery, hunted down and arrested many gangs of hooligans 
together with evidence of their crimes and retrieved a large amount of state 
and people's property worth hundreds of thousands of dong. Following these 
raids, public order and security in Nghe Tinh and Vinh City have been 
obviously improved. Compared with the 2 previous months, criminal infractions 
of law decreased by 10 percent in May and June, robberies by 57 percent 

and thefts by 30 percent. On transport roads 7 and 8 in particular, the 
military control and public securtiy forces perseveringly struggled against 
smugglers and illegal dealers, carried out investigations, compiled files 
and hunted down smugglers, hoodlum and troublemakers, thereby ensuring 
security in these areas. 


In Binh Tri Thien, from ' May to 20 June, the military control force together 
with the local public security force and people detected and caught hooligans 
specialized in disrupting social security and prevented illegal emigration 

by sea. 


In Thanh Hoa, from 10 April to 15 June, the military control and public secu- 
rity forces hunted down and wiped out many gangs specialized in stealing 
socialist and people's property and punished hardened robbers and cadre and 
armyman imposters who had deceived the people. Especially in Thanh Hoa, a 
gang of nearly 39 hooligans specialized in robbery and theft was hunted down 
and caught. This gang was led by Duong Van Song and Vu [fhanh Min! and had 
carried out activities in six districts and cities of Thanh Hoa and Nghe Tinh. 











The military control and public security combatants have a!so valiantly and 
skillfully tracked down and arrested a dangerous gang of robbers led by 
Tran Van Thanh and sepcialized in carrying out activities on trains and in 
a number of localities.

CAO BANG BUILDS COMBAT VILLAGES, IMPROVES MILITIA

|Text) VNA=<Seven border dietricts in Cao Bang Province has intensified the 
building of combat villages and interrelated combat pockets, regularly 
consolidated the local militia and self-defense forces and heightened the 
quality of their training and combat rehearsals. 


To date, all villages in the border districts of Cao Bang Province have 
proceeded to build combat villages and solid defense lines. People in the 
border districts have performed 70,000 man-days and contributed thousands 
of bambooe to consolidate trenches and fortifications along the border.

MAN SENTENCED TO DEATH FOR MURDER OF SECURITY OFFICER

Killed Le The Bui"_/ 


{Text On the morning of 16 July, the Special People's Court of Ho Chi 
Minh City held a preliminary and, at the same time, final court session 
to try two persons accused of stealing property from the people and 
killing Security Officer Le [he Bui while performing his task, 


Pham Van Tan, who stabbed Le The Bui to death on the night of 2 July, was 
a hoodlum with a notorious reputation. Born in 1945, he began his life of 
crime in 1959 and, during 16 years under the old system, was arrested for 
ll different crimes. Between 1964 and 1975, Tan served in many of the 
hoodlum forces of the puppet army, such as the vommandoes and the rangers. 
After liberation day, he returned to his birthplace in Mo Cay District, 
Ben Tre Province, but continued to earn his living illegally, occasionally 
coming to the city to join with accomplices and rob the people. 


The Special People's Court of Ho Chi Minh City sentenced Pham Van Tan to 
death. 


Tan's accomplice, Pham Tuan Minh, a professional thief who lived in the 
oaigon housing area and also participated in the robbery on the night of 
2 July, was sentenced to 20 years in prison. 


More tnan 1,000 compatriots, including hundreds of representatives of the 
people of the 6th Ward in the ist Precinct and the relatives of Le The Bui, 
who attended the court session, welcomed the prompt and proper punishment 

by the municipal government of this pair of criminals who had disrupted order 
and security. Miss Do Thi Anh, the sister of the slain officer Le The Bui 
said: “Bui's death was a terrible loss to the family but the feelings of 
love and respect for him shown by the people and the prompt ani strict 
punishment of the criminals have consoled us very much. I think that the 
indignation of the people and the strict laws of the state concerning those 
who commit crimes will cause the order and security of the city to improve 


with each passing day.”

In the second 5-year (1976-1980) plan, we have continued to receive 
tremendous, comprehensive and effective assistance from the communist 
party, government and people of the fraternal Soviet Union. 


The Treaty of Friendship and Cooperation between Vietnam and the Soviet 
Union signed on 3 November 1976 together with the 10-year economic 
agreement mark a new stage of development in the overall relations between 
the two countries and provided our people with a new and extremely large 
strength for building the country and firmly protecting the fatherland. 


Aiso during this period of time, in the face of the acts of betrayal of the 
reactionary clique within Beijing ruling circles toward us, such as the 














withdrawal of their specialists, the ceasing of the supply of technical 
materials for complete equipment projects under construction and so forth, 
the Soviet government agreed to help us to continue to bull these projects 
on & non-repayable basis, such as the Thang Long Bridge across the Ked River, 
the railroad hub in Hanoi, the widening of the Hanoi-Haiphong Rail Line 

and so forth, 


In 1979, when our country was invaded by the Chinese expansionists and 
hegemonists, the communist party, government and people of the fraternal 
Soviet Union fulfilled their international obligation and rapidly helped 
our people to win victory over the aggressor army. Our people were very 
moved by the assistance filled with fraternal feelings and devotion of the 
hundreds of millions of Soviet working people who responded to the appeal 
made by the Soviet trade unions and contributed the results of their 
communist workdays to help the people of the six border provinces of our 
country rebuild the economic, cultural, educational and public health 
installations that were heavily damaged by the Chinese army. 


In conjunction with constantly broadening the comprehensive cooperation 
between Vietnam and the Soviet Union, the commercial relations between 

the two countries, which were initiated through the commercial agreement 
of 18 July 1958, have played an important role and have constantly grown 
at a very rapid rate. Trade between the two countries has constantly been 
expanded; exports to and imports from the Soviet Union in 1979 increased 
174 times compared to 1955, with exports increasing 205 times and imports 
increasing 1} times. Through this trade, the Soviet ''nion has met a very 
important portion of our needs for various types of raw smaterials, 

fuels, building materials, technical equipment and essential consumer goods, 
such as ferrous and non-ferrous metals, chemicals, chemical fertilizers, 
petroleum products, grain, cotton, cloth, fibers and so forth. Our exports 
to the Soviet Union have increased rapidly, especially in recent years, and 
constitute more than 50 percent of our country's total exports.

As 4 result of this 
help, we completed the construction of a number of scientific research 
tacliities and a number of colleges, middle schools and technical worker 
schools, a8 represented by the Polytechnic College and the Nghia Do 
Selentific Research Center, The Soviet Union and the fraternal socialist 
countries have helped us to train tens of thousands of college and aiddle 
school graduates and several thousand Pn.D.'s and doctoral candidates in 
science. Very many of the sc'entific and technical cadres trained in the

ln the past years, nearly 10,000 Soviet specialists have, with no thought 
to the difficulties and hardships involved and in the noble proletarian 
international spirit, worked in a selfless manner and stood beside our 
cadres and workers night and day at worksites, production installations 
and in other fields. In agriculture, with the help of the Soviet Union, 
our people built 4O state farms equipped with modern machinery, thereby 
helping to stimulate the cooperativization movement in the rural areas of 
North Vietnam in the early days and beginning the construction of the 
system of large-scale, socialist agriculture. Our people also constructed 
a system of pump stations with large capacity, thereby making a noteworthy 
contribution to providing irrigation and drainage in support of agriculture. 


In industry, many important factories and enterprises in many different 
industrial sectors, from the energy imiustry, the fuel industry, the machine 
industry, the chemical industry and the building materials industry to 
light industry and the food industry, were constructed or are being put 
into production, such as the Thac Ba and Uong Bi Electric Power Plants,

PARTY CARD ISSUANCE IN HO CHI MINH CITY REVIEWED

[Text ) Conditions and Requirements 


The issuance of party membership cards in Ho Chi Minh City during the period 
beginning 19 May has been carried out on a rather large scale. The number 

of party members whose qualifications have been examined is double that for 
the previous period when party membership cards were issued in only 5 villages 
and 54 wards. During the current period, party membership cards have been 
issued in 34 villages, 134 wards and 36 colleges and vocational middle 
schools. The number of party members is rather large in certain party 
organizations in Thu Duc District, the Public Security Service and the 
Municipal Military Command. 


The preparations for the current card issuance period were really beyond 
the leadership capabilities of certain precincts and districts. Moreover, 
there were different opinions on the conditions to be fulfilled to qualify 
for the card issuance. Some party members held that since party membership 
was to be expanded to many areas, there should be some "flexibility" wit’ 
regard to quality in meeting the requirement that party installations be 
consolidated, strengthened and wholesome. But the Municipal Party Committee 
firmly adhered to the policy that cards should be issued only in party 
organizations which had been consol‘dated. The first condition should be 
that chapter committees and party committees at the basic level had really 
been consolidated, that they had won the confidence of party members and 
the masses and that they were trustworthy enough to serve as a basis for 
the higher level to issue cards correctly. 


Therefore, during the first step of the second card issuance period, the 
Municipal Party Committee decided that a number of basic party organizations 
should be left out so that they might consolidate themselves to qualify for 

the next card issuance period. Many other party installations also voluntarily 
asked to postpone the card issuance during the current period so that they 
might further consolidate themselves. 








The issuance of party membership cards in basic party organizations belonging 
to central organe located in Ho Chi Minh Municipality has also encountered 
epecial difficuties. There must be close coordination between the party 
committees in theee organe and the coordination and operations committees in 
the central organe and aleo between these central organs and the local 

party committees at various echelons; such coordination is necessary for 
obtaining an identity of views in assessing the situation, die cussing 
measures to be taken and creating conditions for the primary level to carry 
out tasks satiefactorily. 


The guidance given to the issuance of cards must be associated with the need 
to further consolidate and strengthen party bases. Certain party organizations 
are atill dissociating the iesuance of cards from the consolidation of party 
installations. In carrying out criticiem and self-criticism, many party 
organizations have merely focused on the examination of party members' 
qualifications and have failed to consider it important to assess the unite’ 
execution of their political tasks and to carefully review the role of 
leaders and the responsibilities of the contingent of core cadres... In this 
respect, experiences have demonstrated that the organizational, propaganda 
and training, and control committees must closely cooperate to ensure that 
party bases fulfill the conditions for card issuance and that all the 
requirements on an improvement of the party members’ quality, a wholesome 
internal situation and a sound management of party members following the 
issuance of cards are satisfactorily fulfilled. 


Twofold Coordination 


The Municipal Party Committee considers it highly important to collect the 
mass opinion about party members. Most of the views expressed by people 
outside the party are constructive. In some instances, party chapters came 
to know their members well only after something had been revealed by the 
masses. This has had the profound educational effect of making these party 
members strictly fulfill their duties and resolutely correct their short- 
comings. This achievement has been registered in areas where debates have 
been properly held to clearly understand the objectives and requirements 

of the issuance of party membership cards and to firmly adhere to the 
criteria and qualifications for party membership. Everyone has thus been 
able to understand his responsibilities and inerests in participating in 
party building. 


But things have not been done so properly everywhere. In certain units, the 
masses are still reluctant to criticize party members for fear of being 
subsequently harrassed and are also afraid of putting their writing on the 
votes; they have, therefore, written with their left hands or cast blank 
votes. Many do not believe that chapter committees will properly keep the 
votes and make reports reflecting all the views expressed by the masses. 
This state of affairs is due partly to the failure of the masses to under- 
stnad the card issuance requirements and mainly to the failure of party 
chapters to show a serious attitude with regard to their own shortcomings 
and to take measures to motivate everyone to participate in building the 
party. Realities in many areas have clearly demonstrated that if the 
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quality of the task of issuing party cards is to be heightened, the education 
carried out within party chapters must be closely associated with the collec- 
tion of the masses’ views and comments on party members, To this end, the 
Municipal Party Committee must firet clearly define the responsibilities 

of party inetallations and each party member. The recent resolution of the 
Municipal Party Committee Standing Committee has also stressed the need to 
coordinate the abovementioned two aspects and to strengthen the relationships 
between the party and the masses, 


Another important task ts to pay attention to guiding the substance of 
self-criticiem and criticiem within party chapters to provide opportunities 
for party members to seriously heed the opinion of persons outside the 
party, and also to pay attention to providing guidance to ensure that party 
members are accurately classified, 


The Municipal Party Committee Standing Committee has also stressed a number 
of points to be taken into account in examining the party members’ qualifica- 
tions such as their attitude toward party line and policy, their firmness in 
a difficult situation, their spirit of struggle against negative manifesta- 
tions, their smashing of the psywar allegations of the enemy, their sense 

of organization and discipline, their respect for the masses’ right to 
collective ownership and their protection of socialist porperty. The topics 
of self-criticism and criticism must be specific and consistent with each 
type of party installations and with the function and mission of each party 
member. The organizational committee of the Municipal Party Committee 

must sum up and analyze the various kinds of shortcomings and mistakes of 
different installations (wards, villages, schools, hospitals...) to enable 
party organizations to take specific measures with regard to the time 
required for correction. People outside the party must also be informed 

of the said topics. 


Though basic party organizations must make the outsiders’ opinion known to 
paty members for consideration, the result of the outsiders’ secret ballot 
will be published only after the tentative classification of party members. 
This method will have the effect of motivating party members to displr, a 
more serious attitude and increasing the primary party organizations :onfi- 
dence in the masses. In general, the tentative classification carried out 
within primary party organizations must tally with the remarks made by the 
masses. 


Overcoming a Long-Standing Shortcoming 


In the party organization at the N. Corporation, there is a comrade named 
Ne. who had always been a good cadre. However, after getting in touch with 
bad elements recently, this comrade committed several shortcomings without 
the primary party organization's knowledge. Only when this state of affairs 
was disclosed by the masses dia everyone realize that party members had been 
lossely controlled. A similar case occurred also in the lst, 5th and 10th 
Precincts and the Thu Duc District. The current phase of party card 
issuance has really helped party committees at various echelons better 





know their contingent of cadres and party members and see the strong and weak 
points of each party inetallation. Nevertheless, many primary party organti- 
zations have not yet clearly understood developments in the situation as well 
as the causes of the party members' mistakes so as to take the initiative 

in preventing and overcoming negative manifestations. The failure to tightly 
organize and control and to clearly define competence and responsibilities 
has made it impossible to firmly grasp the contingent of cadres and especially 
to thoroughly know the social relationships and activities of party members. 
Many primary party organizations have not yet respected the cadre managment 
principles. For example, though regulations say that cadres must be examined 
yearly, this task has not yet been properly carried out in many areas, 


After issuing party cards, organizations must strengthen the management of 
party members and improve the quality of party activities and must associate 
this task with a correct impiementation of the systems, functions and 
regulations of various organs and cnterprises. 


The Ho Chi Minh Municipal Party Committee must regularly exercise control 
and promptly draw experiences to ensure that the quality of the task of 
issuing party membership cards is heightened.

[text_/ By the start of July, more than 29,000 party members in Ha Naa 

Ninh Province had received membership cards, During this phase, 1,006 
installations issued party membership cards, including 774 party organizations 
at enterprises and agencies. 


During the past 6 months, in conjunction with expelling unqualified members 
from the party, Ha Nam Ninh inducted 1,162 new party members, nearly twice 

as many as during the same period of time last year. Of these new party 
members, 61.8 percent are Youth Union members and nearly 20 percent are 
manual workers. This was a period during which the Ha Nam Ninh party 
organization inducted many young party members who are workers, who are 

well qualified. Practically all of the party organizations within the 
province, especially the Hoa Lu, Tam Diep and Xuan Thuy District Party 
Committees, the Nam Dinh City Party Committee and the party committee of the 
provincial military command, have closely linked the issuance of party 
membership cards to the development of the party. The Organization, 
Inspection and Propaganda-Training Departments have closely coordinated in 
the entire process of training and implementing the procedures for the 
acceptance of new party members. Many secretaries and members of the standing 
committees of the various party committee echelons personally investigated 
and met with the persons about to be inducted into the party in order to 
determine their motive for joining the party. Many retired cadres were given 
the assignment of training and helping new party members in the areas of 
theory, politics and experiences in mobilizing the masses, Practically 

all party chapters sought the opinions of persons outside the party before 
approving the acceptance of new members, The Youth Union organizations of 
the districts and Nam Dinh City launched a movement to have youths participate 
in party building. Tens of thousands of Youth Union members and youths were 
led in researching and discussing communism, the statutes of the party and 





the 50 year history of the leadership of the revolution by the VCP. The 
basic organigations of the Youth Union within the province trained more than 
10,000 outstanding members and introduced them to the various party 
organizations so that they could be selected and inducted into the party. 


The Dac Lac Provincial Party Committee has given very much attention to the 
experiences of the pilot projects in improving the quality of the issuance 
of party membership cards, 


The Organization, Propaganda-Training and Inspection Departments of the 
provincial party committee, together with the Krong Pach District Party 
Committee, have gained experience from the E Quang party organization with 
regard to closely linking the issuance of party membership cride to the 
performance of the political task and the strengthening of the ‘astailation, 


On the basis of the actual situation within the pilot project party 
chapters, the provincial party committee has guided the various party 
organizations in gaining a firmer grasp of the resolutions and directives

leadership cadres. The party organizations of Dac Nong District, Krong Pach

When inspections revealed that several party chapters failed to meet all 
the necessary conditions, the provincial party committee decided to 
strengthen them before issuing party membership cards.

EDITORIAL ADVOCATES LOCAL PRODUCTION OF EXPORT GOODS

[Editorial: "Local Economy Produces Export Goods" ] 


[Text] With an abundant source of labor, rich natural resources and the 
existing sectors and trades, the local economy is capable of producing an 
increasing volume of export goods. A number of specialized cultivation 
areas have emerged to produce export goods. Many installations have been 
built in cities, towns and the agricultural sector to produce art and 
handicraft goods. Various business and se: vice methods aimed at increasing 
the foreign currency returns have been successfully implemented in a number 
of localities. Since 1976, the turnover from these categories of goods has 
continued to increase every year as compared with the previous one and 
represents about one-fourth of the export value for the entire country. 


Despite such obvious progress, the various localities’ contributions to 
export have fallen short of the demands and possibilities. Though using a 
large amount of import materials, many installations have failed to produce 
a notable source of export goods. Meanwhile, the assistance given by the 
central sectors concerned is still very limited. 


The export potential of the local economy must be exploited more satisfactorily. 
Production development must focus first on agricultural, forest and marine 
products, processed agricultural products, light industry products, handi- 
craft products, certain heavy industry products and mainly minerals. To 
intensify servicing activities to increase the foreign currency intake is 

an on-the-spot export meausre which will have a quick effect. 


To rapidly increase the volume and quality of export goods, it is necessary 
to fully use the existing production capabilities, to make in-depth invest- 
ments and to simultaneously try to invest in new constructions to produce 

a large volume of diverse categories of goods of a high eachange value. 

Based on these guidelines, each locality must determine a rational pattern of 
goods compatible with its actual conditions and abilities. The organization 
of export goods production and the coordination of export with import must 

be aimed at building a new economic structure for each locality and be 
consistent with the economic development policy. 





After the guidelines have been set forth, the organizational task has an 
overall decisive effect. In organizing production, the task a*signment and 
coordination between the central and local level must be specifically 
determined and strictly enforced and the responsibilities of each side 
clearly defined. In matters of goods circulation, the state must firmly 
grasp the sources of export goods by organizing their purchase and applying 

a rational price system and a two-way exchange method. The various 

policies and measures aimed at encouraging production must exactly reflect 
the relationships of interest and responsibility among localities, production 
installations and producers. Beside creating all favorable conditions for 
localities to develop their active role in production and business, the state 
must formulate correct policies and weasures to stimulate localities to 
produce export goods. The foreign trade sector has the duty to improve 

its organization and working method in order to be able to organize and 

guide production and purchase export goods. 


Under the leadership of the municipal and provincial levels, wards and 
districts are responsible for directly organizing the local production of 
export goods. Each district and ward must take the initiative in mapping out 
their own plans to develop the production of export goods.

AGRICULTURAL FIGURES FOR PAST 10 DAYS RELEASED

[Review of Agricultural News for the Past 10 Days] 


{Summary} In the past 10 days agricultural production in our country has 
developed as follows: 


In the north, taking advantage of warm weather and little rain, the peasants 
have concentrated efforts on controlling waterlogging, sowing additional 
seed and retransplanting the lOth-month rice. "According to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, 10 days after the passage of typhoon No 4, the afflicted 
provinces had saved 360,000 hectares from waterlogging, including 140,000 
hectares of rice and 10,000 hectares of rice seedlings." 


Along with controlling waterlogging and saving the rice crop, various locali- 
ties have sown additional seed and transplanted rice as soon as the water 
receded. ‘According to figures released by the General Statistics Department, 
as of 5 August, excluding more than i40,000 hectares of rice destroyed by 
waterlogging, the northern provinces had transplanted the 10th-month rice on 
almost 870,000 hectares, achieving 65.8 percent of the area plan." 


In recent days, thanks to good weather, the early l0th-month rice has grown 
well. The transplanting of the 10th-month rice has progressed at a rate of 
more than 10,000 hectares a day--quicker than in the period preceding the 
occurrence of waterlogging. "However, also according to the General Statis- 
tics Department, at present there still remain more than 100,000 hectares of 
flooded ricefields to be drained and more than 450,000 hectares to be trans- 
planted."’ Various localities are now intensively controlling waterlogging 
and producing seedlings to step up transplanting work in an effort to ful- 
fill the area plan for the 10th-month rice as best as they can. 


In the south, climatic conditions have been favorable in recent days. 
"According to a report by the Ministry of Agriculture, as of 9 Augus* the 
southern provinces and cities had transplanted the 10th-month rice on 

almost 1 million hectares, an increase of almost 200,000 hectares over the 
same period last year. An Giang and Dong Thap--the two provinces noted for 
their efforts in transplanting the summer-fall rice--are leading the southern 























provinces in the current crop season by finishing over 90 percent of their 
respective area plans for the lOth-month rice.” 


Concerning the cultivation of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and indus- 
trial crops, as of 5 August the northern provinces and cities had covered 
more than 75,600 hectares, an increase of more than 8,000 hectares over the 
same period last year. [t is noteworthy that as the various provinces have 
been concentrating on combatting waterlogging and transplanting rice, the 
cultivation of summer-fall vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial 
crops has been slow. 


Meanwhile, in the south, many provinces have made good progress in cultiva- 
ting various types of vegetables and subsidiary food crops. Nghia Binh 
Province has planted almost 30,000 hectares of manioc, fulfilling 73 percent 
of its plan for the entire vear; and almost 17,000 hectares of sweet potatoes, 
achieving 74 percent of its vearly plan. Thuan Hai Province has planted al- 
most 25,000 hectares of manioc, fulfilling 71 percent of its vearly plan; 

and more than 11,200 hectares of corn, fulfilling 136 percent of its plan. 


According to a report by the General Meteorological and Hydrological Depart- 
ment, the weather mav take a bad turn toward the end of this month with over- 
cast sky and rainfall. To most satisfactorily carry out production plans for 
the LOth=-month and winter crop seasens, all localities should concentrate 
erforts on performing the following tasks: 


--Localities hard hit by waterlogging such as Ha Bac, Ha Nam Ninh, Hai Hung, 
Ha Son Binh and Vinh Phu must mobilize all their available work force and 
means to control waterlogging and continue transplanting the 10th-month rice. 
Efforts must be made to cover the entire area planned for the l10th-month rice 
in August. 


--Maintain a close watch on the various dike systems and make all forces 
and means ready to promptly and effectively cope with the coming typhoons 
and floods. 


--Right now it is necessary to prepare the various types of seed for the 
winter crop season. Efforts must be made to ensure that this year's winter 
crop will be a bumper crop in terms of cultivated area, yield and output so 
as to partiaily make up for the losses caused by natural calamities to the 
LOth=-month crop.

EDITORIAL CALLS FOR EFFICIENT USE OF POWER IN AGRICULTYU

{Bairorial: “Using Electricity in Support of Agriqultural Production” 7 


[text_J Over the past several years, the weather has been very abnormal, 
changes i: we 10th month season, compared to the winter-spring season 
have been even more complex. shile one area is experiencing drought, 

an adjacent area might be experiencing waterlogging and flooding. To help 
overcome natural disasters and insure the results of production, it is 
necessary to allocate an important percentage of our electric power to 
Support agriculture. Electric power needs are high but our sources of 
electricity are limited and our ability to increase electric power capacity 
in the next few years is not large. Therefore, an effort must be nade to 
make more efficient use of the existing agricultural power network. 


The electric power transmitted to tne countryside during tne recent winter- 
spring season equalled only 60 percent of the amount supplied during the 
previous season; however, this electricity met needs that vere twice as 

large and enabled us to overcome one of the worst droughts ever. At a 

time wnen electric power production capacity is low due to the lack of 

water, the power sector supplied tens of millions of kilowatts of electricity 
to pump nearly one-nalf million hectares of fields dry so that they could 

be transplanted on schedule. Then, it pumped water back into these fields 

in order to raise rice and subsidiary food crops until the time they were 
narvested, 


Tne achievements recorded by the power sector in supporting agriculture are 
not calculated only in terms of electric power output or kilowatt hours 
Suppiied, ratner, they must first be calculated in terms of the efficiency 
of the use of electric power. The districts and cooperatives that use 
electricity should, instead of trying to obtain as many hours of electricity 
service as possibile, take steps to use electricity in the manner that best 
Supports production. shen production capacity is low, it is impossible 

to satisfy every need at once. By using the advantages afforded by the 
unified power distribution network and efficiently regulating the supply of 








electric power in order to provide power to each area or for one jot a 
time, the power sector oan meet the needs of production in exact ac ahoe 
with the requirements of agriculture, By means of centralised manag ment 
methods, Tien Hal District in Thai Binh Province, a district that lies in 
high sand dunes, experiences acidic and saline conditions throughout the 
winter-apring vegetable and subsidiary food crop season and only experienced 
two periods of light rainfall in the 5th month-epring rice season, was 
still able to provide irrigation water, plant all of ite land and achieve 


high ylelds because it knows how to properly use the electricity distributed 
to it, 


Many localities, such as Hanoi, Thal Binh, Nghe Tinh and so forth, have 
established district production coordination committees consisting of 
representatives of the power sector, the mater conservancy sector and 
agriculture under the direct guidance of the district people's committee. 
These committees are responsible for distributing and utilizing electric 
power in accordance with a unified program, managing work in fields and 
determining whether to supply or stop supplying electricity to one place 
or another. As 4@ result, the practice of electric pump stations operating 
their pumps under orders from villages or in collusion with one another has 
ended. 


Unifying the regulation and distribution of electric power from the central 
level to the installations is 4 job that aust te performed in a thorough 
mnner. The various localities sust rapidly complete their production plans 
for times when they have electricity as well as when electricity failures 
oceur so that they oan take the initiative in the face of drought or 
waterlogging, aiilooate crops in 4 manner consistent with irrigation 
capabilities and coordinate mechanized labor with manual labor, The order 

of the premier to make extremely economical use of every kilowatt hour of 
electric power gust be scrupulously complied with in order to eliminate all 
waste of electric power consumed outside the pump stations in the countryside,

"NHAN DAN’ EDITORIAL STRESSES CORRECT LAND MANAGEMENT

[Text] Much progress has been recorded in the management and use of land. 
However, in many places this task has been carried out perfunctorily because 
the organization of Land management is not unified, and because many regula- 
tions are not uniform. Such phenomena as leaving cultivable land lying waste 
or fallow, appropriating land from others, and using land at one's own con- 
venience are quite prevalent. This is a grave situation. Our cultivable 
land area is very limited, the population has quickly increased, and the 
grain problem has not yet been solved. 


Using existing land for the best results is our foremost and important task. 
The council of ministers has issued a decision on unifying and strengthening 
land management. Land is uniformly managed nationwide from the legal view- 
point as well as from the viewpoint of management and organization. This is 
designed to ensure that every category of land is used legally, reasonably, 
completely and effectively, thus creating favorable conditions for the 
reorganization of production, the development of agriculture and the improve- 
ment of the people's life. 


All categories of land used or owned by individuals or collectives must be 
certified by the state. Using land legally means protecting and expanding 
the socialist ownership of land and strengthening socialist production rela- 
tions. Usage of land must be consistent with the nature of each category of 
land and in keeping with the common demands of society. All types of land 
must yield profits, must not be left waste or fallow and must be further 
enriched. 


Organs responsible for management of land are dutybound to fully implement 
all state regulations. Our state's major task is to complete the investi- 
sation and survey of land in order to work out plans for using land, zoning 
off agricultural areas and laying the groundwork for the comprehensive and 
lasting development of agriculture.

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Land is classified into four categories, namely agricultural land, forestry 
land, land ueed for other purposes and land not yet put into use. 


lt has been specified in the government decision that, apart from their 
rights and common obligations, land users have the responsibility to use 
all categories of land in order to exploit their positive aspects and limit 
their negative ones, Land users are not permitted to rent out land for 
cultivation or to let, mortgage or sell land under any form, 


The implementation of the decision on unifying land management must be satis-~- 
factorily organized in all localities. Efforts must be made to prevent and 
promptly discover violations of the prescribed regulations. 


Every inch of land is an inch of gold. If land management is not meticulous 
and if land usage is not properly controlled, such phenomena as fraud, lies 
and practices of covering up violations will inevitably occur, thus adversely 
affecting our common interests.

[text_] By mid-July, the agricultural cooperatives in Hai Hung Province 
had plowed and harrowed 105,152 hectares of 10th month fields, thereby 
completing 60.4 percent of their plan; the districts of Tu Loc, Ninh Thanh, 
Kim Mon, Phu Tien and Cam Binh and the town of Hai Duom had completed 

from 90.4 to 100 percent of their plowing and harrowing. 


Hai Hung has also transplanted 43,440 hectares of rice, 35.6 percent of 
ite planned quota and 2,107 hectares more than the same time last year. 


The cooperatives have plowed under the rice straw on 71,500 hectares, 4,000 
more hectares than last year. The mechanised forces in agriculture, which 
are emulating to support agriculture well and maintain machinery well, 

have been organized into two or three shifts to plow fields ami have 
completed 29,500 hectares, 11,000 hectares mre than last year. The 
various cooperatives have transported into their fields some 269,000 tons 
of organic fertilizer and applied it to 10th month rice crops. 


The farmland water conservancy management stations and groups have been 
trying to provide ample irrigation water for the rice that has been 
transplanted and water to flood fields for the transplanting of main 10th 
month rice. The cooperatives have implemented field work contracts for 
,aborers and have provided incentive for everyone to perform much work and 
exceed contract quotas. 


in Nghe Tinh Province, the lack of rainfall since the start of the season, 
which has caused drought in many areas, is one of the reasons why the 
plowing of 10th month fields is behind schedule. As of 14 July, Nghe Tinh 
Province had only plowed and harrowed 96,960 hectares (102,960 hectares 
nad been completed by this time last year) and sown or transplanted 68, 300 
hectares of summer-fall rice, roughly 4 percent of its planned quota. 





in @ number of areas in Nghe Tinh where drought has oocourred, 10th month 
seediings are too old or are stunted as @ result of the drought and there 
might not be enough seedlings for transplanting. 


heoently, the province organised an inspection of the seedlings that had 
been sown, increased the reserve of seed paddy, begas providing electricity 
and fuel on @ priority basis to operate pumps in order to combat the drought 
and encouraged cooperatives to accelerate the plowing of fields and 
transplant al) 10th month rice fields on schedule.

DEVELOPMENT OF KICE VARIBTIES OUTLINED

{Text_] Of the four factors of agricultural production, "water, 
fertilizer, labor and seed,” the three factors water, fertilizer and labor 
can, once a certain level of civilization has been reached, meet necessary 
requirements and are stable over a relatively long period of time. However, 
the seed factor is constantly changing because man's need to improve the 
quality of varieties is never satisfied. 


As regards rice varieties, the process of development of our agricultural 
economy has also been the process of establishing and constantly perfecting 
the allocation of new rice varieties. 


In the war of resistance against France, we only reised 5th month rice and 
10th month rice, fields had not been improved, little livestock manure was 
used and chemical fertilizers were very scarce, consequently, we were only 
able to use a number of old rice varieties of the various localities, 
varieties that had been verified through the actual production experiences 
of farmers, such as Chiem Chanh, Chiem Bau, Sai Duong, Ba La, Tep and 
Sanh Cam Khe (5th month rice), Ba Trang and Bat Nguyet (early 10th month 
rice) and the various types of "Di" rice, fragrant rice and lily flower 
rice (for the main rice season). 


The biological characteristics of the rice varieties mentioned above are: 
they are tall plants (120 centimeters or taller) with very long beards and 
broad tops that bear irregularly spaced kernels, easily fall over, can 
withstand only slightly alkaline conditions and are resistant to insects and 
diseases but bear low yields (13-15 quintals per hectare); however, these 
varieties we. suited to actual field conditions at that time. 





When peace was restored in one-half of the country in 1954, agrarian 

reform was completed, cooperatives developed, large and medium-scale 

farmland water conservancy systems, plot banks and area embankments were 
established, the use of livestock manure, green manure and duckweed increased, 
chemical fertilizers and insecticides were imported, inorganic nitrogen 
fertilizer plants were constructed and so forth; as a result, the old 
varieties of rice were no longer suitable and had to be replaced by a g*oup 
of new varieties that yielded higher economic returns. 


After 1956-1957, a new rice season was developed in the North, the spring 
rice season, which gradually reduced the percentage of rice fields under 
the cultivation of 5th month rice from 70-80 percent to the present level 
of only 30 percent. Today, the rice seasons have undergone and are 


continuing to undergo profound changes. 


In the North, the winter-spring crop consists of only 3 percent 5th month 
rice and 70 percent spring rice. The 10th month crop consists of 20 percent 
early 10th month rice, 60-70 percent main crop 10th month rice, and 5-10 
percent late 10th month rice, 


In the South, there are the spring rice season, the summer-fall rice season 
and the main 10th month season. 


With the new economy, numerous rice varieties have been born. Over the 

past 15 years, we have acquired new varieties in three different ways: 

local cross-breeding, importation and the selection of existing revitalized 
varieties. In summary, as new and stable varieties of rice have had an 
impact in the North and the South and won the trust of farmers, the percentage 
of imported varieties being selected has increased. This is both an 
efficient and relatively inexpensive method. Therefore, it is easy to 
understand and consistent with laws that domestic hybridized varieties are 
fewer in number and slower o develop than imported varieties, selected 
varieties and existing revitalized varieties. 


As regards the number of new varieties, we now have: 


The 5th month season: the 5th month varieties 314, NN75-1, NN75-2, NN75-3, 
etc. 


The spring season: the varieties Nam Ninh, Bach Joc Hoa, Tra Trung Tu, 
dwarf Tran Chau, TH2 and NNS (NNS-388), 


The early 10th month season: 127, NN23, NNIA, NN2A, NN75-6, NN75-10 and 
NN22. 


The main 10th month seasons Moc Tuyen, Moc Kham and dwarf Bao Thai. 














the late 10th month season: 613, G20 and so forth. 
The southern summer-fall seasons 73-2, NNW, NNSA, NNGA, etc. 


Thus, in the space of the past 20 years, roughly 4 new varieties of rice 
nave been put into production. In the North, the widespread use of a 
number of new varieties at many cooperatives, in many different areas and in 
all of the various seasons during the year on the scale of 50,000 to 100,000 
hectaces has resulted in the formation of a suitable group of new rice 
varieties that has had a significant impact upon domestic rice output. 

On the basis of their origin, biological characteristics and cultivation 
techniques, we can list a number of the primary new varieties (in the North) 
as follows: 


l, The Sth month rice seasons 


Variety 314: this variety is the result of a double-cross / (Bun Ko x Saibuibao) 
x Sai Duong_/. Bun Ko is from Japan while Saibuibao is from Thailand, In 
1953, a doctor of agricultural science named Luong Dinh Cua crossed Bun Ko and 
Saibuibac and, in suleequent years developed the varieties NN1, Doan Ket, 
Thong Nhat, Thanh Loi and Dan Chu. In 1961, he crossed Doan Ket with Sai 
Duong and, through selection, developed the strain number 314, Variety 314 
is a rather stable, tall variety (120 centimeters) which has a rigid sten 

and withstands fertilizer better than the old 5th month varieties; the 
tassels are 20-21 centimeters long with an average of 80 to 100 kernels 

per tassel; 1,000 kernels weigh 25 grams; the growing period is 150-190 

days, the rice is white in color, the kernels are slightly elongated and 

the taste is good. Yields can be as high as 21-25 quintals per hectare, 

20 to 30 percent better than the old Sth month varieties. By 1969, the 
farmers of the North had completely replaced the old 5th month rice 

varieties with variety 314. By 1976, after 10 years of use on 5th month 

rice fields, no variety proved itself to be as stable as or to produce 

yields higher than 314 in main crop production. 


Variety NN75-11 This variety was hybridized by the Institute of Grain and 
Food Crops. A double-cross between IRS x (813 x NN1) resulted in the 
selection of strain 184. In 1977, the Ministry of Agriculture recognized 
this variety, naming it NN75-1. The growing season and growing tiae of 
this variety are similar to 314, but the yield is higher. At som places, 
good intensive cultivation has resulted in yields equal to the yields of 
NNS. This variety is 0.91 meter tall, is rigid, has upright leaves and 
withstands fertilizer (7-10 tons of livestock manure plus 200 to W0 
kilograms of nitrogen sulfate). The tassels are 20-23 centimeters long. 
There is an average of 100-120 kernels per tassel with 1,000 kernels weighing 
25-26 grams. The growing period is 180-190 days, the rice is white in color, 
the kernels are long and gourd-shaped, not very filling and the rice has a 
good taste. NN75-1 seedlings withstand colder conditions than 314 seedlings 





do, Trial cultivation at a number of cooperatives (that have complete 
farmland water conservancy systems and the ability to transplant spring 
rice on 90 percent of their fields but always encounter a tight seasonal 
schedule when transplanting as well as when harvesting) of NN75-1 on 15- 
20 percent of their fields for the purpose of extending the season showed 
an increase in total output. 


The drawback of NN75-1 in production is that although the component varieties 
are separated, they are not separa ed by much, consequently, continued 
selection is needed on an annual basis in order to stabilize this variety. 


Variety NN75-2: 


This is a variety of 5th month rice developed by the Institute of 
Agricultural Sciences by crossing IR5 x 314 to produce the strain 424, 
In 1977, this strain was recognized by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
given the name Nong Nghiep 75-2. 


The growing season and growing time of this variety are similar to 314; 
it withstands fertilizer, is rigid, is resistant to falling over and bear: 
higher yields than 314, 


In trial and localized production at a number of cooperatives within 
Haiphong, it was preferred by farmers. 


Variety NN75-3: 


This is a 5th month variety of rice that was developed by Agricultural 
College i by crossing A5 x Ruma 45, and was formerly called VN10. In 1977, 
it was recognized by the Ministry of Agriculture and given the name NN75-3. 


The growing period of this variety is 170-175 days; the plants are 1-1.15 
meters tall, the tassels are 22-23 centimeters long, the majority of 
kernels have whiskers (1.5 centimeters) and 1,000 kernels weigh 26 grams; 

in trial cultivation around Gia Lam and at a number of places in Ha Nam Ninh 
amd so forth, high ylelds were recorded, 





The three hybrid varieties NN75-4, NN75-2 and NN75-3 were only recognized in 
1977. At present, these varieties are in the period of trial and 
regionalization, which is also a period of challenges, awaiting further 
selection on the basis of actual production conditions. 


II. The Spring rice season; 


Rice varieties NN&O and NN6-388 have their origins in hybrid varieties of the 
International Rice Institute (IRRI Philippines). In 1962, PeTa rice (tall, 
Indian rice) was crossed with Deegeo Wogen (a short variety of rice) with the 








hybrid being given the name Dai Trung 1 of Taiwan, The hybrid was then 
given the name IR6-288-3, abbreviated as IR&, In 1967-1965, it was imported 
into Vietnam, acclimated through selection and given the name NNS, Once 

the necessary conclusions had been reached concerning INS, it became the 
variety preferred by many places in Southeast Asia; however, the cultivation 
of thie variety has gradully declined because it is often destroyed by 
silver leaf and brown planthoppers (biotype 1). In the North, this is a 
very stable variety of rice, During the spring season, it has a growing 
period of 160-180 days, grows to 0.9-1 meter tall, has tassels that are 
23-24 centimeters long, has an average of 100-120 kernels per tassel and 
1,000 kernels weigh 26-30 grams, The kernels are long and gourd shaped; 

the rice is white; when cooked, it is slightly hard and the rice is of 
average quality. Average yield is 45 tons per hectare; yield under good 
intensive cultivation can be as high as 8-10 tons per hectare. Since 1969, 
variety NNO has been very widely cultivated during the spring season, In 
the space of only 4 or 5 years, NN& became the variety constituting more 
than 50 percent of the total winter-spring rice grown in the North. 


To date, no variety is better than or can replace NN& in the spring season. 


In March 1968, in order to further improve rice variety NN& in the spring 
rice season, the Institute of Grain and Food Crops carried out a 
classification of strains: from a batch of NN8 seed, some 800 strains were 
taken; 330 of these were selected and many of these were abandoned after 
comparisons during the spring season; in 1971, following the second selection, 
strain number 386 was chosen as the best of the strains and put into 
distribution; many places prefer it because the purity of the variety is 
rather high, its seedlings withstand colder weather, the plant is about 

3 to 4 centimeters taller than NNS and the yield is stable. 


The dwarf Tran Chau variety: this variety was imported into Vietnam in 
1964-1965 as dwarf Tran Chau, strains i1 and 5111. 


This is a variety of rice that has a growing period of 130-150 days, the 
plant is 60-90 centimeters tall, the tassels are 2(- 22 centimeters long and 
there are an average of 100-110 kernels per tassel. One thousand kernels 
weigh 25-24 grams; the kernels are gourd-shaped, the heart of the kernel is 
Silver and the kernel is easily husked; the rice is white in color and of 
average quality when cooked. Normal yields are 3-4 tons per hectare; yields 
under good intensive cultivation can be as high as 5-6 tons per hectare. 


Dwarf Tran Chau was imported into Vietnam a few years before NNO; its use 
during the spring rice season was increasing and it had the immediate 
effect of reducing the amount of land under the cultivation of the Nam Ninh 
and Tra Trung Tu varieties, which it replaced. However, when NN& was 
imported into the North, dwarf Tran Chau became the second most important 
variety in the spring rice season. NNS constitutes 75 to & percent of 





spring rice while dwarf Tran Chau constitutes 15-20 percent. Dwarf Tran 
Chau is freqiently called the "tail of the spring rice” because it is 
cultivated At the end of the spring rice season. This is because the sowing 
of dwarf Tvan Chau seed is best suited to late January after the start of 
spring with transplanting taking place in late February or mid-March (that 
is, aftec the transplanting of NN& has been completed), When NNS seedlings 
are ol¢ and hollow, cooperatives that raise dwarf Tran Chau have young 
seedl‘ngs of the right age. Moreover, in years of prolonged cold weather, 
when NNS seedlings are killed by the cold, dwarf Tran Chau is exactly the 
variety to use. It is the reserve variety of MB in the spring season, 


At present, NNS and dwarf Tran Chau have formed a suitable and stable pair 
of spring rice varieties. These two varieties go hand in hand, 


III, The early 10th month rice season: variety NN23, 


This variety originated in an unstable hybrid, IR1561-288-3-9 of the IRRI 
Institute, and was imported into Vietnam from Cuba under the number 273. 
In 1972, the Institute of Grain and Food Crops selected individual strains 
and established a stable strain which was recognized by the Ministry 

of Agriculture in 1974 and given the name NN2}3. 


The growing period of this variety is 105-110 days; the plant is short 

(85-90 centimeters), has a rigid stem and resists toppling over; the tassels 
are 20-21 centimeters long and there are an average of 75 kernels per tassel. 
One thousand kernels weigh 20 grams; the kernels themselves are long, 

the rice is clear and has a good taste when cooked; the variety is rather 
highly resistant to silver leaf. Seedlings can be transplanted when they have 
5 leaves, in about 15 to 16 days. This is a short-term variety of rice 

that withstands alkaline conditions and bears yields of 25-30 quintals per 
hectare, with yields of 44.5 tons per hectare being possible under good 
intensive cultivation. 


In 1971, following the great flood in the Red River Nelta, the Ministry of 
Agriculture initiated a winter season, to which many places responded. Today, 
it has become an important production season. In order to raise an early 
winter crop, farmers selected variety NN23 and consider it the variety 


Suitable for clearing the way for the development of the winter production 
season, 


Variety NN22 


[his variety was develeped by crossing IR6 and Taludan (Taludan is a variety 
of rice that is rather highly resistant to disease which was developed 
through selection by the IRRI Institute) and was given the name IR22. 
Imported into our country in 1970, it was investigated, tested for 
suitability and put through a process of selection by numerous institutes 








and schools (the Institute of Agricultural Sclence, the Institute of Grain 
Crops, Agricultural College Nuwaber 1 am the Institute of Crop Protection), 
which unanimously suggested to the Ministry of Agricult.re that it 
recognize this variety's use in production, as a result of which it was 
given the name NN22, 


The growing period of this variety is 120-125 days; the plant is 90 to 
100 centimeters tall and withstands alkaline soil; the tassels are 22-2) 
centimeters long and there are an average of 100-115 keriwls per tassel. 
The weight of 1,000 kernels is 22-24 grams. The kernels are long and 
slender, the rice is white to clear and has a good taste when cooked, 
Variety NN22 has average reaction to short periods of sunlight and is 
rather highly resistant to silver leaf, Yields can be as high as 3 to 4 
tons per hectare. This is a variety of rice capable of bearing high 
yiel*s during the 10th month season in the North, provided that it is 
transplanted on schedule, no later than 15 July, because if planted later 
than the second week of July, the yield will be low. Moreover, attention 
must be given to transplanting seedlings that are of the proper age, 
because if old seedlings are transplanted, the growing time of the rice 
will be increased by 5 to 10 days. 


Variety NN75-6 


This variety was developed ty the Institute of Grain ami Food Crops by 
crossing IR24 with IR1112-96. It was strain number 3 of the institute's 
various very short-term strains. It was recognized by the Ministry of 
Agriculture in 1977, given the name NN75-6 and put into regional trial 
production. 


The growing period is shorter than NN23 (only 90-95 days during the 10th 
month season), the plant is short, 80-85 centimeters, and the stem is 
rigid; the tassel is 20 centimeters long, there are 70 kernels per tassel 
and the average weight of 1,000 keruels is 26-27 grams; the kernels are 
fragrant and long, the rice is white to clear and it is soft and fragrant 
when cooked, The variety is not sensitive to short periods of sunlight and 
has average resistance to insects and diseases. Average yields are 0-35 
quintals per hectare; in areas of intensive cultivation, 40-50 quintals 

per hectare are possible. 


After only 2 years of regional trial production, NN75-6 became highly 
preferred by farmers because of its very short g. owing period, its high 
resistance to diseases, its high yields and the high quality of the rice 
when cooked, It was used in place of NN23 in order to rapidly clear land 
for winter crops in the Red River Delta, An existing drawback of NN75-6 

is the high degree of division into various strains; this drawback requires 
continued selection in order to make the variety more uniform and stable. 

















Variety NN75-10 


This variety was developed by the Institute of Agricultural Science and 
Technology Of Vietnam by crossing NN28 with NNS. After selection, it was 
given the name X1 and, in 1977, the Ministry of Agriculture recognized it, 
gave it the name NN75-10 and put it in regional trial production, The 
growing period of this variety is 110-115 days. The plant is 95-105 
centimeters tall, the tassels are 20 centimeters long and each tassel has 
an average of 60 kernels, The weight of 1,000 kernels is 27-28 grams. 

The kernels are large and gourd-shaped, the rice is white, the average 
yield is 32-35 quintals per hectare and yields of 40-50 quintals per 
hectare can be achieved in areas of intensive cultivation. 


Although it has only recently been put into production, NN75-10 is preferred 
by very many farmers in the North because of the following characteristics: 
it is suited to a rather large number of fields during the 10th month 
season, is only slightly affected by insects and diseases and bears high 
yields, Although it is not an extremely short-term variety like NN75-6, 

its use does clear land quickly for winter crops. At present, NN75-10 

and NN75-6 are being grown on fields once used to raise NN2}3. 


On the average, the amount of area under the cultivation of early 10th month 
rice in the North does not exceed 20 percent of rice fields; some cooperatives 
use as much as 60-70 percent of their fields while others only use 10 

percent. Increases or decreases in this percentage depend upon the 

conditions and capabilities of each locality. 


IV. The main i0th month rice season. 


The Moc Tuyen variety: imported into Vietnam in 1961, this variety was 
grown on a trial basis in many areas of the North and was shown to be a 
suitable variety. 


The growing period of this variety is 150-160 days; the plant is 110-120 
centimeters tall and more rigid than the old 10th month varieties; however, 
compared to the new 10th month varieties, the stem of this variety is weak 
and easily falls over, The tassel is 15 to 20 centimeters long, there is 
an average of 90-100 kernels per tassel and 1,000 kernels weigh 24 grams. 
The rice is white, the heart of the kernel is silver, and the rice has a 
good taste when cooked. The average yield is 30-35 quintals per hectare, 
With intensive cultivation, yields of 40-45 quintals per hectare are possible. 
Moc Tuyen is acclimited to a broad range, resists insects and diseises and 
withstands drought well; lowever, its resistance to rice yellows and rice 
stunt is still weak. 


This is a variety that reacts strongly to sunlight: whether transplanted 
early, in la*e June, or transplanted late, in mid-August, it still heads 
between 5 and 10 October. 














ror mom than ly years, tne Moc Tuyen variety has retained @ stlabse position 
as We main 10th month variety, @ variety that bears stable yields. To 
date, no new variety has been able to completely replace Moc Tuyen because 
of Lt characteristic very strict reaction to short periods of sunlight and 
ite stable ylelds, even though this variety has the drawbacks of toppling 
over easily, having kernels that have thin husks and not having 4 long 
period of ripeness, as a result of which it easily sprouts in fields (if 
fleoded by rainfall). 


several years ago, when many new varieties of main 10th month rice were 
coming inte existence, the Moc Tuyen variety fell into disfavor, Some 
places wanted to replace it with the dwarf Bao Thai variety because the 
»‘eids of Moc Tuyen were gradually decreasing. Numerous trials showed us 
twat Moc Tuyen still bore higher yields than dwarf Bao Thai in the Red River 
Delta, The yields of Moc Tuyen have been lower than the yields of dwarf 


Bao Thal at some places only because it has become very iapure. 


Over the past 16 years, the Moc Tuyen variety has not been restored to 
vigor or subjected to systematic seed propagation. In view of the fact 
that it has been used as a main crop variety year after year, its 
degeneration is easily understood, 


Recently, & number of cooperatives, such as the Nguyen Xa and Tay Son 
Cooperatives in Dong Hung District, Thai Binh Province, received pure 

and grade i Moc Tuyen seed from the Central Seed Corporation for 
propagation and use in production and achieved the following result: 
yields far superior to dwarf Bao Thai. As a result, the reason for low 
yields from Moc Tuyen is not that the variety itself bears low yields, but 
that it has become impure. 


The dwarf Bao Thai variety: 


This variety was laported into the mountaim of Viet Bac in 1967, It has 

& growing period of 160-170 days and the plant is 110-120 centimeters tall. 
rhe weight of 1,000 kernels is 23 to 24 grams; the kernels are long and 
gourd-snaped, the rice is white and has a good taste when cooked. The 

top of the plant is broad and not compact and the plant easily topples over. 


It, like Moc Tuyen, is a variety that reacts rather strongly to sunlight; 
dward Bao Thai neads in cold weather and is suited more to the aidland 
and mountain provinces than it is to the Red River Delta. 


Because this variety was only imported into the North about 10 years ago, 
it is less impure than Moc Tuyen; however, it has been and is becoming 
mixed with other varieties, consequently, it is necessary to systematically 
restore its vigor in order to maintain its yields in the midlands and 
mountains. 








veneraily speaking, over Wie peel <U years, new varieties of rice in 
agricultural production have had a tremendous impact in raising the total 
output of grain in our country. In the North, new varieties of rice are 
being used on the vast majority of fields, varieties that are suited to 
local seasons and bear high ylelds, 


Although we now have a new and relatively efficient allocation of rice 
varieties within each locality, this has been a spontaneous change, not 
one managed and organised ina tight and planned manner, In other words, 
management, in general, and the technical management of crop varieties, 

in particular, have not been put on a regular basis. The main problem 
lies in organization and work procedures. For a long time, we have failed 
to provide close guidance of the four essential elements in the management 
of varieties, namely, “developing new varieties, testing varieties, 
producing seed and checking-certifying seed.” 


As regards the first element, the various research agencies, institutes, 
schools and trial and experimental stations and farms have been assigned 
specific tasks, consequently, many new varieties of rice have been developed. 
However, any new variety of rice developed at a research agency is only 

a “model product"; it must still go through the second process, the process 
of state seed testing, which is carried out by the Seed Testing Center 
through a network extending from the central to the local levels, which 
conducts experiments and makes regional comparisons and reaches conclusions 
accurately evaluating the value of the new variety before it is presented 

to the Minister of Agriculture to be given a name and an app -oved plan 

(for propagation and development) for main crop production. For a long 
time, we have not had one specific organization in charge of this secon 
process, consequently, the use of new varieties has been very haphazard. 
Specifically, anyone has the authority to put a new variety into production 
based on his own subjective knowledge; the developer of a new variety of 
rice, whether a collective or an individual, can, on his own, put the 
variety into regional trial production, propagate the variety and select 
the locality for putting the new variety into widespread production. 
Cooperatives, the places that test and investigate new varieties, have not 
one regula*ion or statute governing the relationship between the cooperative 
raising @ new variety and the developer of the variety who gave it to then 
for trial production. As a result, many regrettable incidents have occurred. 
At a number of cooperatives, new varieties have been lost after two or three 
seasons and the cooperative had to pay a very high price. The persons who 
developed these new varieties had no material responsibility at these trial 
production installations. Losses were only suffered by the cooperative and 
cooperative members. Never has a person who submitted a new variety to a 
cooperative for trial production, a variety that failed, had to pay damages 
or been disciplined. The loss of nearly 4 new varieties of rice over the 
past 2 decades was 4 waste that we could have avoided. 








lt has come time to organize @ state seed testing center with & widespread 
network extendiog to all localities to serve as the center in the use of 

new varieties. In the immediate future we must foous our efforte on rice 
varieties. Agencies or individuals that develop new varieties should not 

be allowed to test or propagate them by themselves, Using, distributing 

or rejecting a new variety should be the right of the Minister of Agriculture, 


Onee the state ceed testing center has reached a conclusion concerning 4 
new variety of rice and this variety has been given the approval of the 
Minister of Agriculture, the seed production apparatus (that is, the 
Central Seed Corporation) should be responsible for organising a seed 
propagation system extending from the central to the local levels and 
produce ample standard seed to support aain crop production. 


Therefore, further improving new rice varieties in order to competently 


support agricultural production is a job that must be performed in an 
effective and thoroughly planned manner instead of being left up to 
natural selection by producers,

REGULATIONS AIMED AT STOPP LNG SPREAD OF PLANT DISEASES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 21 Jul 80 pp i, 4 


[Article: "Vegetation Q. .rantine Regulations Issued" 7 


[text] On 14 July, on the basis of the requirements of protecting 
agricultural and forestry production, supporting the circulation of goods 
within the country and supporting our economic, scientific and technical 
relations with foreign countries, the Council of Ministers issued the 
vegetation quarantine regulations. 


The purposes of the vegetation quarantine are to stop the spread of harmful 
insects, diseases and weeds among the various areas of our country and 
between our country and others, protect vegetation and the products of 
vegetation well, support domestic circulation and support our economic, 
scientific and technical relations “ith other countries. 


The insects, diseases and weeds in the list of insects, diseases ani weeds 
governed by the vegetative quarantine of the Socialist Republic of Vietnas 
and announced by the Minister of Agriculture are those dangerous insects, 
diseases and weeds that can spread from other countries into Vietnaa or fron 
one area of Vietnam to another, These are the quarantine iteas recorded 


in shipping and receiving contracts or agreements signed between our 
country and other countries. 


The agricultural products, means and implements that fall within the scope 
of the vegetative quarantine include: plants, parts of plants and products 
pr cessed from these parts, processing implements, means of transportation, 
bags, packing material, disease organiams, weeds, alive or dead, soil and 
soil clinging to products and products that do mot have a vegetative origin 
but are capable of spreading insects, diseases ami weeds to crops and crop 
products. 


The products, implements and means mentioned above must be quarantined when 
imported, when transported through the territory of Vietnam, when transported 
from an area within the country in which disease is present and when exported 





bo Gountrles with whieh we have slgned @ quarantine contract of 
agreement, 


The vegetation quarantine organization consists of vegetation quarantine 
at porte and vegetation quarantine in domestic areas, 


Vegetation quarantine stations will be established at railroad stations, 
porte, border roads, seaports, airports, overseas postse-telegraph stations 
and so forth (abbreviated as ports of entry). If, upon the inspection of 
products, products are found to be free of disease, the vegetation quarantine 
agency must immediately issue a vegetation quarantine certificate to the 
owner of these products; if products are found to be diseased, the quarantine 
agency must make this information known immediately and take the necessary 
steps to eliminate the disease, 


In transportation from ports of entry into the country, the owners of 
products must have their products tightly packaged so that they do not 
drop along the road, must have their vegetation quarantine certificate 
issued by the quarantine agency for each batch of products on hand for 
presentation when necessary and must follow the route and unload their 
products at the exact point stated in advance, In the case in which it 
becomes necessary to depart from the transportation plan, the owner of the 
products must immediately inform the nearest vegetation quarantine agency 
and obtain its approval before departing from his original plan. When 4 
ship or boat carrying products subject to the quarantine is involved in 
an accident along the coast of our country or when products fall or are 
thrown from boats, ships and aireraft onto the waters or land of Vietnan, 
the person in charge of the ship or boat or the first person to discover 
these products must report to the local government or the nearest vegetation 
quarantine agency so that quarantine procedures can be followed before 
clean up measures can be taken. 


As regards areas within the country, the leaders of units (or cooperative 
neads if the unit is a collective economic unit) that produce, process, 

test and store products subject to the vegetation quarantine are responsible 
for keeping abreast of the insect, disease and weed situation within the 
scope of their installations. When insects, diseases or weeds subject to 

the vegetative quarantine are suspected or detected, the leaders of these 
unite must take steps to isolate and annihilate these insects, diseases 

or weeds and gust, within the space of 12 hours, report to the local people's 
committee and the nearest vegetation quarantine or crop protection agency. 
shen the insects, diseases or weeds mentioned above appear in an area, the 
area is then considered to be an area under vegetation quarantine and the 
vegetation quarantine agency must immediately report to the people's committee 
on its echelon so that steps can be taken to isolate and extinguish the 
outbreak. Upon receipt of such reports, the chairman of the district, 
provincial or municipal people's committee or the Minister of Agriculture must 








veriiy the Peport and, if af oulor@ax has Occurred, Must deciare a 

vegetation epidemic within the space of 24 hours following receipt of the 
report. A vegetation epidemic notice aust be sent immediately to the 
agencies, collective and individuals responsible for isolating and wiping 
out the disease, "Diseased vegetation” signa must be posted along the roads 
to and from areas in which disease ie present and at public places within 

the area, This sign must contain instructions on the steps that must be 
taken when transporting quarantined products and agricultural products to and 
from the area in which the disease exists. Temporary vegetation quarantine 
stations must be lamediately established at points of entry into the area 

in which the disease is present; procedures, hours of operation and quarantine 
sites must be posted at these places and, once the disease has been 
extinghished, the end of the disease aust be publicly announced, 


These regulations are binding upon all owners of products that fall within 
the scope of the vegetation quarantine, be they organizations or 
individuals at home or abroad, and supercede all previous regulations. 


The customs agencies, poste-telegraph agencies, pub).c security units and 
border security troops have the responsibility of coordinating with 
vegetation quarantine agencies when necessary to conduct inspections, 
take preventive action or prosecute violations of vegetation quarantine 


regulations.

LACK OF FERTILIZER, SEED LIMIT SUBSIDIARY CROP PRODUCTION 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 21 Jul W p 2

[{Text_7 Binh Tri Thien is one of the provinces that clearly recognized 

the position of subsidiary food crops within the structure of grain crops 

at an early date. Between 1976 and 1978, the province increased the amount 
of area under the cultivation of subsidiary food crops from 56,000 to 95,000 
hectares, increased subsidiary food crop output, in paddy equivalent, from 
93,000 to 183,000 tons and increased the percentage which these crops 
constitute of grain output from 26.7 to 43.6 percent. 


In 1978, as @ result of developing subsidiary food crop production and 
despite the loss of the 10th month rice crop, total grain output still 
increased by nearly 77,000 tons compared to 1976. As a result, the entire 
province virtually eliminated the between season food shortage and developed 
livestock production. At many places, farmers had grain reserves. In 1976, 
farmers paid higher taxes and sold more paddy to the state than in any 
previous year. The province has met nearly one-half the need for grain for 
non-agricul tural production forces, thereby reducing the amount of grain 
that had to be annually supplied by the central level by 4 percent. 


However, deserving of concern is the fact that subsidiary food crop 
production in Binh [ri Thien has been gradually declining in terms of both 
the amount of area under cultivation and crop yield since 1979. In 1979, 
there were more than 14,000 fewer hectares under cultivation than in 1978. 
There was another 4,000 hectare decrease between the 1976-1979 winter- 
spring season and the 1979-1960 winter-spring season. Subsidiary food 
crop yields, already very low, have continued to decline. Due to the 
decline in subsidiary food crop production, total grain output in 1979 
declined by nearly 45,000 tons compared to 1978 even though rice output 
increased by more than 6,000 tons. Binh Tri Thien became one of the 
provinces encountering difficulties with grain. 








In 1980, the province adopted a plan to produce 400,000 tons of grain, 
Existing capabilities only permit the production of 260,000 tons of rice, 
Thus, to achieve the plan norm, it is necessary to raise 200,000 tons of 
subsidiary food crops, in paddy equivalent (43,6 percent of total grain 
output). However, the results of the 1970-1980 winter-spring production 
season showed that it would be difficult to achieve the plan norm for the 
entire year. 


Expanding the Amount of Area Under Cultivation and Practicing Intensive 
Cultivation 


The development of subsidiary food crop production in Binh Tri Thien over 
the past several years has primarily been based on the clearing of land, 
Not much has been done to initiate intensive cultivation. Crop yields have 
rapidly declined as a result of not returning nutrients to the soil after 

3 or 4 years of cultivation and erosion caused by flooding. As a result, 
from the Khe Khe new lands area in Trieu Hai to the western side of Route 15 
in Huong Phu and K4& and Khe De in Phu Loc, the land has become fallow again 
at many places. The vegetative cover has been destroyed and this has 
adversely affected the climate and the weather. 


In the face of such a decline in subsidiary food crop production, what is 
the proper balance between expanding the amount of area under cultivation 
and practicing intensive cultivation? 


ln our opinion, continuing to expand the amount of land under cultivation 
by means of multicropping, companion cropping and the clearing of land, 
even wilderness, at places where the right conditions exist is necessary. 
The problem lies in not separating the clearing of land from intensive 
cultivation. The clearing of land and intensive cultivation must be 
organically linked to each other: the clearing of land gust create the 
conditions for intensive cultivation and, conversely, intensive cultivation 
must have the purpose of laying the foundation for expanding the amount 
of area under cultivation. As a result, it is absolutely necessary to 
adopt a plan for improving all newly opened lam In particular, in hilly 
areas it is necessary to establish uniform area embankments and shelter 
belts to retain moisture and combat drought. 


wnat Must Be Done To Practice the Intensive Cultivation of Subsidiary Food 
Crops? 





in the intensive cultivation of subsidiary food crops, the largest difficulty 
at this time is fertilizer. It is impossible to increase the amount of 

area under the cultivation of rice and the amount of area under the cultivation 
of subsidiary food crops by merely relying upon livestock manure sources. 

As long as labor and the population are inefficiently distributed, the 

bullding of new economic zones will continue to be a long-range process. 











AU present, the ellort to put more iand under cultivation in the hills 
Le primarily being carried out by cooperatives in the lowlands going to 
Clear land that take many belongings with them, Thus, even if they had 
adequate fertilizer, they could not transport it. 


N@lying upon the soil to create a source of green manure for subsidiary 
food crops is the easiest course to take. The cooperatives that are 
Clearing land absolutely must establish specialized units and standing 
labor forces to coordinate crop production with the raising of buffalo, 
cattle and hogs. Green manure should be mixed with a small amount of 
livestock manure. Investments must be made in the propagation of green 
manure seed, Fertilizer can be provided for potatoes and cassava in hilly 
areas by stylosanthes grass, Hong Dao beans, golden bindweed and Tephrosia 
candida, Duckweed is an ideal fertiliser for sweet potatoes in the lowlands. 
Coastal sweet potatoes can be fertilized with various types of seaweed, 
Approximately 10 to 15 percent of newly cleared land should be allocated 

to the cultivation of green manure crops in order to “use the hills to 
Support the hills." Sources of green manure will become more abundant 

if all land that is directly sown with 10th month rice, sown with cassava 
and sown with corn is companion cropped with various legumes. Could not 
families be allowed to plant companion crops of beans and peanuts on fields 
of cooperatives that are directly sown with 10th month rice, cassava or 
corn so that cooperative members would have additional food and the 
cooperative would have green manure? 


For several consecutive seasons, many places in Binh Tri Thien have had 
subsidiary food crop failures because of planting late and because of poor 
quality seed. The best time to plant subsidiary food crops is also the best 
time to transplant winter-spring rice. It has long been the practice of 
cooperatives to complete the transplanting of the majority of their rice 
before planting subsidiary food crops. As a result, 45 to 50 percent of 
potatoes and cassava are planted late each year. In years of early drought, 
many of the potatoes and cassava that are planted late die. Low ylelds have 
been partially due to a shortage of fertilizer and also due to reduced 

crop density. The sweet potatoes are harvested during a period of drought 
and many localities do not have the determination to take cuttings and 
propagate sweet potatoes. When it comes time to plant sweet potatoes, 
people nave to be sent to various markets to buy cuttings. Good cuttings 
as well as poor quality cuttings must be purchased in order to have enough 
to plant. As @ result, yields cannot be high. Clearly, creating an efficient 
allocation of rice and subsidiary food crop varieties so that the planting 
seasons start earlier and end later, increasing the supply of improved tools, 
especially transportation equipment in order to raise labor productivity, 
insuring that both rice and subsidiary food crops are planted on schedule 
and preparing an ample supply of good seed are jc>os that cannot be ignored 
in the intensive cultivation of subsidiary food crops. 














in Binn Tri Thien, there are models of the intensive cultivation ot 
subsidiary food crops in every area, The hill-grown cassava of the Vinh 
Kim Cooperative in Ben Hai District, the lowland sweet potatoes of the Hop 
Hoa Cooperative in Quang Trach District, the coastal, sandy sweet potato 
growing areas of the Vinh Ha Cooperative in Huong Phu District and so forth 
produce stable yields of 100 to 120 quintals per hectare, 





Production and Consumption 


The people of Binh Tri Thien have long had the tradition of growing and 
eating subsidiary food crops. As a result, encouraging the people to eat 
subsidiary food crops is not a difficulty in Binh Tri Thien. The difficulty 
lies in how to have subsidiary food crops to ea: throughout the year, 
especially for persons not engaged in agricultural production. 


The present group of subsidiary food crops in Binh Tri Thien is based on 
two principal crops: cassava and sweet potatoes, In 1978, more than 41,000 
hectares of cassava were planted, producing nearly 270 tons of fresh tubers. 


The cassava harvest occurs in the middle of the rainy season. Centralized 
cassava growing areas are usually found in the midlands and mountains, 

where drying implements are unavailable and processing is very difficult. 
Moreover, in November, December and January, it is mecessary to dig and 
process tubers while replanting cassava, sowing and transplanting rice and 
planting the various types of subsidiary food crops and winter-spring 
industrial crops, which constitute more work than the present manual labor 
force can perform on schedule. In the mountains and midlands, travel is 
difficult during the rainy season. It is not easy to transport fresh cassava 
long distances. Therefore, there are many times when the cadres and people 
in the lowlands, along the seacoast and in the cities and municipalities 

do not have subsidiary food crops to eat because of the very tight supply of 
grain; however, in Nam Dong and A Luoi, thousands of hectares of cassava 
planted 2 or 3 ye rs ago cannot be consumed. This situation not only makes 
it impossible to harvest fields so that another cassava crop can be planted, 
but it also causes farmers to be less than enthusiastic about planting 
subsidiary food crops. In centralized subsidiary food crop areas, farmers 
are even less enthusiastic about raising subsidiary food crops when they 
find no one willing to buy them and they have no money to buy rice. This 
is an important reason for the subsistence style of subsidiary food crop 
production, that is, ra‘sing many potatoes and much cassava in years when 
the prices are high, but raising none when the prices are low. The result 
is that the production of subsidiary food crops is up one year but down 

the next. 


Having observed a number of districts, we feel that there are a number of 
opnnions concerning this matter that are truly worthy of attention. 
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(0 begin with, ln order to incorporate subsidiary food crops in meals 
throughout the year, farmers must overcome the practice of monoculture 

in subsidiary food crop production, that is, must stop raising only potatoes 
and cassava, Farmers must be encouraged to develop a diversified subsidiary 
food crop production, In addition to sweet potatoes and cassava, they must 
plant much galingale, taro, yams, rutabagas, etc, the more diverse 
subsidiary food crops are, the more farmers will gain, First, each crop 
has a different planting and harvesting season, consequently, farmers will 
be able to "raise crops throughout the year and harvest crops during four 
seasons,” thereby reducing the need for labor. Secondly, as a result of 
harvesting crops in four seasons, fresh subsidiary food crops can be eaten 
throughout the year, which taste better than dried subsidiary food crops, 
reduce the need for processing and will provide food during the between 
season shortage. Finally, in times of natural disasters, if one crop is 
lost, another crop might not be lost, 


The poor processing of sweet potatoes and cassava is one of the important 
reasons why subsidiary food crop production has developed slowly. About 
the only way farmers have to process subsidiary food crops is to cut them 
into slices or dice them and then dry them. Subsidiary food crops are 
cooked by boiling or steaming or ground into flour to make cakes. 


The quantity of grain in subsidiary food crops for which the state is 
responsible for supplying to cadres, manual workers, civil servants and 
other forces not engaged in agricultural production should be turned over 
to the districts, cities and municipalities to be distributed, Provinces 
should only purchase crops from places that have a surplus and should only 
distribute crops to places that are experiencing a shortage. 


Every agency and unit should produce subsidiary food crops, process them 

on their own for eating and inform grain stores that they have these crops 
in order to reduce the quantity that must be supplied. In this way, the 
quantity of subsidiary food crops directly purchased, transported, processed 
and distributed by the state would decline very much. Persons allowed to 
purchase subsidiary food crops from the state would also find it easier. 
Over the past several years in Binh Tri Thien, the Grain Service has under- 
taken tne entire purchasing, processing and sale of subsidiary food crops 
and, even though it has worked very hard, it has not succeeded in fulfilling 
its task. Meanwhile, in the centralized cassava growing areas, cassava that 
has been in the ground for 2 or 3 years is not being consumed in order to 
clear land to plant another crop and grain stores still have no subsidiary 
food crops to sell. 


Positions and Measures for Guiding Implementation 


Binh Tri Thien's program for developing the production of subsidiary food 
crops over the past several years has been a totally correct one. However, 











there is still a rather wide gap between the program and the measures for 
guiding implementation. 


This is primarily due to the fact that cadres and the people, even many 
agencies and cadres who have the responsibility of guiding production, 

do not have a thorough understanding of the position of subsidiary food 
crops as the "threshold" in resolving the grain problem. The resolution of 
the provincial party committee “considers subsidiary food crops the 
equivalent of rice." In actuality, subsidiary food crops did constitute 
nearly 44 percent of the province's total grain output in 1 year but, in 
the guidance of production, subsidiary food crops are still considered 
secondary crops and do not receive as much attention as rice, 


In the production of subsidiary food crops in Binh Tri Thien, the allocation 
of varieties and the structure of the seasons are the key issues. As a 
mountain province that lies along the sea, Binh Tri Thien has complex 
terrain and many different micro-climates, consequently, the allocation 

of subsidiary food crops must be diverse. The structure of the seasons 

must be efficient so that each crop is suited to the natural conditions 

at each place and achieves its potential. However, to date, neither the 
allocation of subsidiary food crop varieties nor the structure of the 
subsidiary food crop seasons have been established. 


The resolution of the provincial party committee says "it is necessary to 
practice intensive cultivation and combat erosion on all land that is cleared"; 
however, very little attention is given to the intensive cultivation of 
subsidiary food crops in the guidance of production. The economic returns 

of production are the quantity and quality of the product. However, in 

their guidance of subsidiary food crop production, many places still place 
heavy emphasis upon the spirit of the movement but give little attention 

to economic returns. Many districts in the lowlands that have much uncleared 
or fallow land still establish labor "divisions" and "regiments" to mobilize 
thousands of persons to open cassava planting worksites in the hills. Although 
it is called a district worksite, it involves nothing more than turning over 
the ground with a shovel, putting a cassava plant in the ground and then 
withdrawing "troops." Production is not closely linked to organization 

and management, to the interests of laborers, and this, in turn, leads to 

the mentality of getting the job done quickly when "going to work for the 
district" in order to return home quickly. The cassava is planted without 
fertilizer, field embankments are not made and, once planted, no one cares 

tor or protects the plants. The result is an insignificant harvest and a 

very large waste of labor, capital and seed, 


the responsibilities of the districts, cities, municipalities and the 
various levels in the province regarding subsidiary food crop production, 
primarily the responsibility of the agricultural sector, have not been 
clearly defined. A situation exists in which numerms persons go to 
installations to assess the situation and encourage subsidiary food crop 
production; however, with regard to specific problems, few people establish 
the conditions needed for installations to accelerate production.

HO CHL MINH CITY MEFTING--The first People's Council of Ho Chi Mint City 
held its 12th session from 7 to 9 August to review the implemen || on of 
the state plan for the first 6 months of 1980 and to lay down m «ures for 
motivating the people to successfully implement the plan for the iast 6 
months of the year. In agriculture, the city will strive to plant new rice 
strains on 25 to 30 percent of the l0th-month crop acreage, which will be 
expanded to 76,000 hectares including 65,000 hectares of grain crops. The 
city will also make efforts to increase its hog population to 200,000, to 
grow 1,000 hectares of peanuts and to open new lands in Cu Chi and Thu Duc 
district for the production of export-oriented agricultural products.

SOUTHERN PROVINCES RICE PLANTING--As of 5 Augu t, all southern provinces

(Summary) “Surging forward to become a key sector in the national economy, 
over the past 35 years the Vietnamese engineering industry has made marked 
progress, gradually meeting the demands of the national economy for 
machinery,” 


Since 1955, our state has quickly restored, transformed and expanded exist- 
ing engineering enterprises, built new ones and gradually set up an engi- 
neering network from the central to local levels to mainly serve agriculture. 


Factories and enterprises producing goods in support of agriculture are 
playing the most important role in the engineering sector. The Tran Hung 
Dao Machine Works and the (Vinatro) Factory can now produce about 2,000 
engines per year with a capacity of 8 to 20 horsepower, including the 
standardized 12 horsepower diesel engine. The (Vikino) Agricu’tural Machine 
Works is one of the factories which has produced agricultural machines, such 
as the Lotus tractor, the Dai Thang plowing machine and the combined reaping 
and threshing machine. 


Pumping machines with a capacity of 1,000 to 8,000 cubic meters per hour 
are produced by the Hai Hung Pumping Factor , and dredgers, such as the 
HB-16 dredger, are built by the Duyen Hai Machine Works. These dredgers 
are being used in the Mekong River Delta. 


Machines processing grain and food and other agricultural products are manu- 
factured by machine works in many provinces and districts. The production 
of ordinary and improved tarm implements for cooperatives has been further 
developed. Tens of millions of carts, household articles and farm tools are 
produced annually for peasants. 


Machine tool factories rank second in the engineering industry. The Soviet- 
built Hanoi Machine Tool Factory No. 1 is developing its role of guiding 
other machine tool factories in reequipping themselves.
